statod that he had examined the re- 
cord books from Lindsay shops, and 
ffound that the engineers had fre- 
quently reported the engine nas steam- 
ing badly, and some would ask that 
(he flues be cleaned out, evidently 
considering that the fault | in the 
fire nof burning properly, while oth- 
ers would gay that her tubes were 
leaking badly. The reports of the 
shop. mechanics went ta show that 
(hey tested the tubes and found them 
all right, Different engineers would 
have different theories as to the cause 
of the defect in the steaming of the 
engine. On June 16th this year the 
following report wag made: “Steam 
pipes in smoke box leaking bad ; tubes 
lo be cleaned out, engine will not 
stoam and is unfit for service.” The 
shop’s report on this complaint was: 
“Steam pipes in smoke box tested for 
loaks and found all right.”

A despatch from Buffalo says; Al- 
though the rail rates on grain from 
Buffalo east to seabourd points were 
ordered reduced one cent a bushel 
about two weeks ugo, vesselmen con- 
tend that the rates are yet im favor 

the Canadian ports by way of which 

great quantity of American grain 
has been diverted this season, Vesse) 
owners soe no way out of Lhe predica- 
ment, and oo one apparently is able 
to suggest a solution that is ia the 
bounds of reason, There can be no 
further shrinkuge in the vessel 
between Chicago and Buffalo. Boats 
are being operated on rock bottom, 
eo far as Creight are concemmed, and 
very few if any, cau derive a profit in 
the grain trade at the present high 
rate of expense entailed in running 
them, The rail lines it is stated will 
listen to no farther reduction; hence 
vesselmen say, there is little hope of 
preventing a goodly shore of grain 
¢rom slipping awey ta the Canadians. 

Labor Unions have had much to do 

with the condition of things existing 
to-day, said a promlinent shipper. It 
bas reached the point now where ave 
eannnot begiv to compete with the 
foreign2r. He i3 able lo pay what he 
figures he can adford to do for labour 
while we are held up on every side. 
Investigagiom imto the matters of 
wages paid to Canadian sailors and 
other marine emplayes readily shows 
why the forsigu vessel is able'to carry 
wheal from Chicago to Montreal at 
31-2c. a bushel, and less. The wuges 
on a steamer and {wo barges which 
came from Osnada last week were 
said la represent about the average 
paid on boats of 4,000 tons or less. 
The mates oo the Canadian boats re- 
ceived $60 a month as against half 
again as mach on Americun gteumers, 
The wheeslmen, watchman and gea- 
men were piid $1 per day, compared 
with $1.50 per day here up to October 
Ist, when their pay was raise to $65 
a month, One fireman on the Can- 
adian boat teslified to a salary of $30 
per month while the men employed 
in that capscity on the American 
boats receive $1.47 1-2 a day, and $65 
month after October Ist, The deck- 
bands jre bired al an avernge of nat 
more than $15 2 month, while here 
they must have $25 and $1.26 per day 
after October Ist. Everything else 
eppears lo rule in proportion concern- 
ing expenses except possibly the 
caplain’s salary. He is paid practic- 
ally as much ng his American brethp 
ern, although, if there is any differ- 
ence, it usually favors Lhe lower fig- 
pre, !

Two very serious acc have 
happened on the Midlo d division of

Lion of about twenty box cars and 
damaging freight and live stock ta 
the amount of several thousands of 
dollars, One of the accidents happon- 
ed pear Campbellford, on the Peter- 
boro-Bolleyille section, amd the other 
at Uxbridge station. 

A double-header train, comprising 
thirty cars loaded with grain, left 
Lindsay yesterday at 4 o'clock for 


Belleville, in charge of Conductor 
Wiliam Hogdson ,and Engineers 
Wickett and Lytle. When near 


Campbellford the train separated, and 
agit wag going down a grade, the rear 
end pitched into the front end, with 
the result that six cars were derailed 
and others damaged, the debris being 
piled high. Tbe mishap happened 
about midnight and a half-hour later 
the Lindsay and Belleville auxiliary 
crews wate sent to the scene of the 
disaster, Fortunately no one wag in- 
jured, but the crew had a narrow es- 
cape. The line was aot cleared il! 
about 8 o'clock this morning, causing 
the Belleville mail train to be late on 
reaching Peterboro, and No. 21 from 
Port Hope did vot reach Lindsay till 
10.30, being over one hour and a half 
late. 

No puarliculars ag to the Uxbridge 
wreck are available, but we under- 
sland the train was the second sec- 
tion of the Toronto mixed, which ar- 
rives in Lindsay every morning from 
Toronto aboat 5 o'clock. The train 
this morning was carrying consider- 
able freight, perishable goods, etc., dor 
Lindsay merchants, also a carload 
of race harses coming to the Central 
Fair, The (rain was in charg? of Con 
ductor Frank Shaw, with Mugincer 
Moffatt at the throttle, and left To- 
Tonto at 2.35 this morning. We have 
beer amable (to find out the cause of 
the accident, but it is supposed that 
an axle of one of the trucks broke. 
Thirteen cars were piled high im the 
air at Uxbridge station, and among 
them the car containing the horses. 
The crew fortunately escaped injury, 
bat we are informed the leg of one 
of the horses was broken and the ani- 
real will have to be destroyed.

The affidavits set forth that 
they had never seen the petitions

Mr. Balfour Arrives, 


The artillery drill hall, in which 
Premier Dalfour made hia tariff re- 
form speech last evening, was packed 
by an expectant audience long be- 
fore 8 o'clock, the hour of which Mr. 
Balfour was announced to begin 
speaking. An overflow meoting in 
Albert Hall wae also crowded, while 
thousands unable to obtain seata 
joined those inside the halls in patri- 
otic songa and cheering. 

Mr. Balfour arrived shortly before 
8, and was given an enthusiastic re- 
ception. He rose to speak at 8.05 
p. m., and announced at the outset 
that he intended to confiné his speech 
to tariff reform, which, he said, had 
come prominently te the front, ow- 
ing to the growing uneasiness among 
men of varied opinions. Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s speech in May, he added, 
would not have produced the effect it 
did if it had not fallen on ground 
already prepared, and the threats 
against Canada for granting prefor- 
ence to Great Britain brought home 
the helplessness of this country to 
deal with such a situation. Tariff at- 
tacks could only bo met by tariff 
reprisals. 

The statement of the Promlier was 
greeted with prolonged cheers, 

Wall of Mostile Tarifis, 


Continulng, Mr. Balfour said that 
for fifty years England had watched 
in silence the bullding of a wall of 
hostile tarifis against her. Even her 
colonies were building up a system 
of protection, which, when it reached 
its natural conclusion, would make it 
as hard for the United Kingdom to 
export goods to the colonies as to 
export goods to the United States 
and other protected countries. Wor 
the present state of affairs, Mr. Bal- 
jour remarked, he did not know of a 
cure. The evil had gone too far; but 
he knew of a palliation. A nation de- 
priving itself of the power of bar- 
gaining, Mr. Balfour pointed out, 
could never mako a good bargain. 

Mr. Balfour did not think the coun- 
try was ripe for the taxation of 
food; but the evils of food taxation 
had been exaggerated beyond what 
reason and logle justified.

FATTENING CHICKENS. 


A Profitable Business for Our Farmers 
—Clear Instructions by Experts. 

The crate fattening of chickens is 
2 profitable business for almost every 
farmer to engage im, It is a simple 
undertaking that can be managed by 
a member of the farmer's family wha 
is sufficiently imterested and enter- 
prising to study the work amd con- 
stroct the fattening crates. No 
special building is required, in which 
to place the crates, Grain on hand, 
with the exception of cot or peas, 
when finely grounded and mixed with 
skim milk or butter milk, is fed with 
profic to the chickens. If it is ne- 
ressary to buy grain, dine ground 
goats is pteferable. The cost of the 
food dor fattening averages ten vents 
per chicken. It is advisable to pro 
duce chickess with white-colored 
flesh, as white-colored flesh is more 
palk le than yellow, Mesh ; itis firm, 
fine im grain, and exceedingly tender. 
There are fat globules distributed 
throughout the flesh and under the 
skin, When the chickens are cooked 
the paticles of fut melt into and in- 
crease the juiciness of the flesh. With 
unfatted chickens, water takes the 
place of the majority of the fat glob- 
ules. When the chicken is roasted 
water evaporates and leayes the 
meat dry. The muscles of the crate 
fatted chicken are more edible 
through lack of exercise. To kill a 
lean chicken is wagteful, the pro- 
pottion of edible meat to bone and of 
fat is so small, ' 

All breeds of chickens, with the ex- 
ceptions of Leghorns, Minorcas and 
similar small chickens, can be fatted 
in the crates wilh profit. Fatted 
chickens can be marketed in Canada 
and Great Britain from ten to sixteen 
cents per pound, plucked weight. A 
great number of farmers have engag- 
ed in the fattening business and are 
preparing their chickens for the home 
markets or for export. The following 
letter was received by the department 
last week, showing the satisfactory 
results at the first year’s chicken 
business and the encouragement of- 
fered to engage in it more exten- 
sively, ‘ 

‘Last year 


I experienced on a 
Small scale with crate-fed chickeng 
end tthe result was so satisfactory 
that this year I am going to pre- 
pare all my fowls in that manner. J 
ehould like you 1o send me the names 
of some reliable dealers in Oltawa or 
Montreal, to whom JT cam ship tho 
fatted chickens when ready.” 

Mr. F, C. Hare, chief of the Domin- 
ion Poultry Division, in this article 
will give directions for construction 
of the dattening crates and feeding 
the chickens. A gubsequent article 
will contain information about kill- 
ing and marketing the chickens. The 
fattening crates in use at the Tllus- 
tration Stations are six fect long, 
sixleen inches wide, and twenty in- 
ches, high, inside measurements. Each 
crate is divided into three compart- 
ments. Each compartment holds four 
chickens. A frame is built of one 
inch by two inch lumber, and covered 
with slats. The slats are placed 
lenglhwise, on three sides, bot{om, 
bz and top, and up and down in 
front. The slats are cme inch wide 
and balf am inch thick, Tle spaces 
between the slate im front are twa 
inches wide, to enable the chickens 
to feed from the trough. The bot-

A 
light feed trough, two and a 
half inches inside, is placed in ¢ront 
of each orate ond is carried on brack- 
ets nailed on the ends of the 
Tf only a small mumber of ch 
are to be fatted, packing boxes can 
be adopted forthe purpose, The open 
top of the box should become the 
bottom of the orate and ome side 
should be removed for the front. 
Slats should be nailed vp and down 
the front; also lengthwise of the 
crate to form the floor, A board 
should be loosened in the top of the 
erate to remove the chickens, and a 
‘feed-trough arranged im fromt, Dur- 
ing the fall the crates cam be placed 
outdoors in a gheltered position or 
in a vacant shed or barn, 

Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottes, or 
chickens of a similar type weighing 
from {wo and a half to four pounds, 
each are preferable for fattening. 
Chickens of medium size amd of a 
broad, square, shape, with short 
straight legs set well apart, fatten 
the most profitably, 

A suitable fattening ration is ome 
Uhat is palatable and that will pre- 
duce a white-colored flesh, Ground 
oats, ground buckwheat, ground bar- 
ley and low grade flour are meals 
that have been fed with profit at 
the stations. The chickens are fod 
a mash exclusively. No whole grain 
is given. Severu] meal mixtures are 
givon to illustrate how a ration can 
be formed: 1—Ground vats, coarser 
hulls removed 2, —Twa pounds ground 
oats, two pounds ground buckwheat, 
one pound ground corn. 3. — One 
pound ground oats, one pound ground 
barley, one pound ground buckwheat ; 
4.—two pounds ground barley, two 
pounds low grade flour, one pound 
wheat bran, 

The ground meal should be mixed 
fo a thin porridge, with thick eour 
skim milk, or butter milk, A small 
quantity of salt should be added to 
the mash. 

The chickens should remain in the 
fattening crates ¢or about twenty 
four days. Before the chickens are 
placed in the crates they should be 
dusted with sulphur to kill the lice. 
The first week the chickens should be 
fed the mash sparingly three times a 
day, in order to accustom them to 
the change of dict and the confine- 
ment. After the first week the 
chickens should be given twice a 
day as much mash ag they will con- 
sume. Gor one week before the 
chicken? are killed a small quantity 
of tallow should be added to the 
mash to inerease the juiciness cif 
(he flesh. ‘Presh wouter should be 
given in the trough twice a day and 
frit er gravel twice a week. At all 
the Tllustration Stations the chick- 
ens are fed from the trough through- 
out the fattening period. The crim-

London, Oct. 13.—A despatch to 
The Daily Mail from Kobe, Oct. 12, 
reports that the situation is some- 
what easier, but that the tone of 
the press is distinctly bellicose, 
while the same paper’s correspondent 
at Geneva says that several Russian 
Officers there have been suddenly re- 
called to rejoin their regiments. 

Other special despatches describe 
Russian war preparations, etc., and 
the newspapers are already publish- 
ing maps and estimate of the naval 
and military forces of the prospective 
belligerents. The greatest attention 
1s paid to the changed tone of Bar- 
On Hayashi, tha Japan Minister in 
London, who {s much less confident 
that peace will be Preserved than 
he was a week ago. 

It is noteworthy that the King has 
just approved the appointment of 
Vice-Admiral Sir Gerard Noel as 
commander-in-chlef of the China stat- 
fon. Vice-Admiral Noel is an officer 
of great energy and decision. It waa 
he who cleaned the Turkish troops 
out of Crete because of an insult to 
the British flag. 

The peculiar official explanation of 
the postponement of the Czar’s risit 
to Rome ‘‘owing to circumstancea 
over which he has no control,’ is 
interpreted in soms quarters to mean 
that the threatening outlook in Far 
Dastern affairs calls for the Emper- 
or's presence in Russia. There is no 
confirmation of the alarmist rumor. 

Russia's Troops Move. 

London, Oct. 18 —A despatch from 
Moscow to The Times, dated Oct. 
10, states that a large force of 
Russian troops under orders for the 
Fer East are now on their way 
thither by rail from Kharkof!. ‘The 
Russian correspondents of the sama 
Paper send quotations from news- 
Paper articles, pointing to Russia's 
intention to remain in occupation of 
Manchuria, and add that it is re 
Ported from Vladivostock that as a 
result of famine in China, roving 
bands of Chineso have crossed into 
Manchuria, where their presence con- 
stitutes a danger to the Manchurian 
railway, and that this necessitates 
keeping Russian troops in Southern 
Manchuria for an indefinite period.

HON. R. W. SCOTT ILL 


Felt Faint and Had to Sit Down 
While Speaking in Senate. 


THE DEBATE THEN WENT OVER 


Attributes Tis Budden 


Secretary of Btu 
Indisposition to the Heat of the Cham- 
ber, and He Felt Better Immoedi- 
ately on Mesxohing the T’urer 
Air Outside—Walked Home 
After the Attack 


Ottawa, Oct. 13,—The debate on 
the Grand Trunk Pacific bill, which 
was commenced in the Senate last 
night, came to an abrupt conclusion 
owing to the indisposition of the 
Government leader, Hon. KR. W. 
Scott. Mr, Scott had been speaking 
vigorously for an hour and a quar 
ter, amid considerable interruption, 
in support of the motion for the &e- 
cond reading of the bill, when he 
was obliged to desist and sit down. 
The Secretary of State waited for 
a minute or two in the hope that 
the feeling of faintness which had 
seized him would pass away, and 
then mado an effort to resume his 
remarks. It was then suggested that 
the debate should be adjourned until 
to-day, and this was grected with 
loud cries of ‘‘carried."’ The debate 
then went over and the House ad- 
fourned at 9.30. 

Mr. Scott was accompanied from 
the chamber by two physicians. 
Senators Fiset and Duncan MeMil- 
lan. Iie walked up and down for a 
few minutes in the reading room, 
and afterwards retired to Senator 
Watson's room, where he could en- 
joy greater privacy. His sons, 
Messrs. W. L. Scott and D'Arcy 
Scott, were soon on hand. The 
Secretary of State Insisted upon 
walking home, and left the Senate, 
accompanicd by Mr. D'Arcy Scott 
and Mr. Fiset. It is hoped that Mr. 
Scott's illness {s not serious, and 
that he will be quite receovered to- 
day. 

He explains his indisposition by 
the fact that the heat {n the cham- 
ber was oppressive. The feeling of 
faintness passed off the moment he 
reached cooler and purer alr. Mr, 
Scott 1s 78 years of age, and his 
activity and vitality for this advanc- 
ed age are impressive. It is perhaps 
attributable to the fact that he has 
been a vegetarian, or practically so, 
for many years. He was elected 
Mayor of Ottawa in 1852, and was 
returned to the Legislature for Ot- 
tawa In 1857. 

Mr. Aylesworth and Lord Alverstone. 


Inquiries by members of the Op- 
position elicited from the Treasury 
benches yesterday morning the opin- 
jon that the language attributed to 
Mr. A. B. Aylesworth in reference 
to the position taken by Lord 
Alverstone with regard to the Cana- 
dian contention jn the Alaskan boun- 
dary case was not to be accepted 
without hesitation and inquiry. The 
report concerning Lord Alverstone’s 
alleged avowed opinion that the 
United States had the stronger case 
was characterized by Sir Richard 
Cartwright as almost impossible of 
credence, The promised attack by 
the Opposition upon the administra- 
tion of the census branch of the 
Agricultural Department was made 
by Mr. R. Blain, who charged that 
the expenditure was excessive and 
extravagant.

CASE AGAINST KENNEDY.

Canada’s Rights Sacrificed Say 
Our Commissioners. 


THEIR STRIKING STATEME: 


Even the Entrance te Pertland Canal Ie 
Dominated by Twe Islands Which 


Were Presented to the United

London, Oct. 21.—Sir Louls Jette 
and Mr. A. B. Aylesworth, the Ca- 
nadian Commissioners, have mado a 
statement regarding the award, as 
follows: 

“Tho decision of the Alaska Bound- 
ery Tribunal has been given, and in 
view of its character the people of 
Canada are, in our judgment, entitl- 
ed to such explanation from us as 
will enable them to comprehend fully 
the manner in which their interests 
have been dealt with. We take the 
points of the declsion in the order in 
which they are presented by treaty 
under which tho Tribunal was con- 
| stituted: 

‘Birst, Portland Canal, There are 
two channels parallel with each oth- 
er, with four islands lying between 
them, ‘The Canadian contention was 
that the northern channel should be 
adopted, the Uniled States contend- 
ed for the southern channel. If the 
Canadians succeeded it would give 
Canada tho four islands which lie 
opposite the southern shore of Ob- 
servatory Inlet and tho harbor of 
Port Simpson. Ji tho Un{ted States 
succeeded it would give them these 
four islands. Tho islands named in 


order as they run from the sea in 
ward are Kannaghunut, Sitklan, 
Wales and Pearse Islands. When the 


members of tho Tribunal met after 
the argument and considered this 
question, the view of tho three Brit- 
ish Commissioners was that tho Ca- 
nadian contention was absolutely un- 
answerable, A memorandum was pre- 
pared and read to the Commission- 
ers embodying our views and show- 
ing it to be beyond dispute that the 
Canadian contention upon this 
branch of the case should prevail and 
that the boundary line should run 
northward of the four {islands named, 
thus giving them to Canada. 

An Unjustifable Award. 


“Notwithstanding these facts, mem- 
bers of the Tribunal, other than our- 
selves, have now signed an award 
giving the two islands of Kannahu- 
nut and Sitklan to the United 
States. These two islands are the 
outermost of th@ four. They com- 
mand th2 entrance to Portland Chan- 
nel, to Observatory Inlet and tho 
ocean passage to Port Simpson. 
Their loss wholly destroys the strate- 
gic value to Canada of Wales and 
Pearse Islands. In our op{alon there 
is no process of reasoning whereby 
the line thus decided upop by tho 
Tribunal can be justified. It was 
never suggested by counsel in the 
; course of argument that such a lino 
was possible, Wither the four isl- 
ands belong to Canada or they be- 
long to the United States. In the 
award Lord Alverstone agrees with 
the United States Commiss{foners 
that the islands should be divided, 
giving the two that possess the most 
strategic value to the United States,

London, Oct. 21,—Following is an 
ofMicial digest of the Alaska decision: 

The decision of the tribunal it made 
up of answers to the seven questions 
contained in the treaty of 1903 con- 
stituting the tribunal. 

First question—What is intended as 
the point of commencement of tho 
line? 

Answer—The 
Cape Muzon. 

Second quostion—What channel 
the Portland Channel? 

Answer—The Portland Channel pas- 
ses north of Pearse and Wales Is- 
lands, and enters the ocean through 
Tongas Passage between Wales and 
Sitklan Islands, 

Third question—What course should 
tho line take from the point of com- 
mencement to the entrance of Port- 
land Channel? 

Answer—A straight line to the mid- 
dle of the entrance of Tongas Pas- 
sage. 

Fourth questian—To what point on 
the 56th parallel is the line to be 
drawn from the head of the Portland 
Channel, and what course should it 
follow between these points? 

Answer—A _ otraight line between 
Salmon and Bear Livers direct to 
the 56th parallel of latitude. 

Fifth question—In extending the 
Ine of demarcation northward from 
said point on the parallel of the 56th 
degreo of north latitude, following 
tha crest of the mountains situated 
Parallel to the coast until its inter- 
Section with the 141st degree of lon- 
gitudeo west of Greenwich, subject to 
the condition that if such line should 
anywhere exceed the distance of ten 
marine leagues from the ocean, then 
the boundary between the British 
and the Russian territory should be 
formed by a line parallel to the 
Sinuosities of tho coast, and distant 
therefrom not more than ten marino 
leagues; was {t the intention and 
meaning of said convention of 1825 
that there should remain in the ex- 
clusive possession of Russia a con- 
tinuous fringe or strip of coast on 
the mainland, not exceeding ten 
marine leagues in width, separating 
the British possessions from the 
bays, ports, inlets, havens and wat- 
ers of the ocean, and extending from 
the said point on the 56th degree of 
latitude north to a point where such 
a lino of demarcation should inter- 
Bect the 14ist degree of longitude 
west of the meridian of Greenwich? 

Sixth question—If the foregoing 
questions should be answered in the 
negative, and in the event of tho 
Summit of such mountains proving to 
be in places more than ten marino 
leagues from the coast, should the 
width of the lisiere which was to 
belong to Russia be measured (1) 
from tho mainland coast of the 
ocean, strictly so-called along a line 
Perpendicular thereto, or (2) was it 
the intention and meaning of the 
said conv?ntion that where the 
mainland coast is indented by deep 
inlets, forming part of the territorial 
Waters of Russia, the width of the 
lisfere was to be measured (a) from 
the line of the generaludirection of 
the mainland coast, or (b) from tho 
line separacing the waters’ of tho 
ocean from thd territorial waters of 
Russia, or (c) from the heads of the 
aforesaid inlet? 

Required no answer after the fifth 

question had been answered in tho af- 
firmative. 
Seventh question—What, if any 
exist, are the mountains referred to 
as situated parallel to the coast, 
Which mountains when within ten 
marine leagues from the coast are 
declared to form the eastern boun- 
dary? 

Answor—The majority of the tri- 
bunal havo selected tho line of peaks 
Starting at the head of Portland 
Canal and running along the high 
mountains, on the outer edge of tho 
mountains, shown on the maps of 
survey made in 1898, extending to 
Mount Whipple and thence along 
what is known as the Hunter Line of 
1878, crossing the Stikine River 
about twenty-four miles from its 
mouth, thence northerly along the 
high peaks to Kate’s Needle, from 
Kate's Needlo to the Devil's Thumb. 
The tribunal stated that there was 
not sufficient evidence, owing to the 
absence of a complete survey, to 
identify the mountains which corre- 
Spond to those ~ intended by the 
treaty. This contemplates a further 
Survey of that portion by the two 
Governments. From the vicinity of 
Devil's Thumb the lino runs to the 
continental watershed, thenco through 
White and Taiya or Chilkoot Pass- 
es, westerly to a mountain, indicated 
on the map attached to the treaty og 
6,850 feet, thence to another moun- 
tain 5,800 feet and from that point 
in a somewhat curved line across tho 
head of the Glaciers to Mount Fair- 
weather. This places the Canadian 
outpost on tho upper water of Chil- 
kKoot River in British territory and 
the mining camps of Porcupine and 
Glacier Creeks in American territory, 
Yrom Mount Fairweather the line 
passes north on high peaks along the 
mountains indicated on the map by 
Mounts Pinta, tuhama and Van- 
couver to Mount St. Wlias.

The town of Springfield, N.S. is 
projecting a new wator system,

After posssing Rat Portage 
the railway rans close ta the Winni- 


peg River, for a distance of several 
miles, and then it goes through a 


rough, bushy country until Seikirk 
is reached. The excursionists inade a 
sborc stay at Winnipeg before reswin- 
ing their journey. Portage La Prarie 
wus visited next, ft is prettily 
situated on the beautiful Portage 
plains, a fine wheal country, it is a 
thriving town, Brandon and Re- 
gina were next ted, At the lat- 
ter town a slop was made, so that 
our party could sce threshing bees. 
Oalgary is a hastling town. it being 
well situated, gives promise of a 
great future. Several of our party 
invested 1m some fine property 
there. Edmonton, on a branch of tho 
C.P.R., is the coming city of the West, 
jt is situated on the South Saskat- 
chewan, and is surrounded by a beau- 
tiful fertije country. Rich coal beds 
are to be found there and they to- 
gether with other natural advantages 
sbould make Edmonton one of ithe 
best towns in the West. At Banfi 
pumerous herds of Buffalos are to be 
seen, The C.P.R., has a fine hotel at 
this point and it is one of the chief 
resorts of the West. I must say, ir- 
respective of politics, that the C.P.R., 
is a wondefful inatitution. Tt has 
developed the country wonderfully 
and bas practically made jt what if 
ls to-day. Besides building many 
branch railways, it haa erected some 
beautiful hotels to accommodate and 
furnish comfort to the | travelling 
public, Vancouver, being the ter- 
minus of the C, P. R., and{one of the 
chief seaports, on the Pacific const, 
has more businesss activily perhaps 
than other British Columbia cities. It 
is a growing city and gives promise of 
being a (thickly populated centre, At 
Vancouver we saw the Empresss of 
India, At Vancouver we saw the 
O.P.R.'3 large ocean liners. Several 
lurge saw tills were visited and at 
one we saw a log that measured 
twenty-five feet in length, one end 
being nine feet, seven inches in 
breadth. Victoria, on Vancouver J4- 
land, is a busy city, and although the 
capital of British Columbia, it hasn't 
the business in it as Vancouver has, 
lt is, however, a yery pretty cily. One 
noticeable features about Victoria 
that strike visitors rather peculiar is 
the fact that numerous English phea- 


gunts are seen op ‘the streets and 
‘around residences and Blores. They

CHAMBERLAIN REPLIES. 


Deals With the Critiolsms of His Oppon- 
ents at Noweastle. 


London, Oct. 21.—Joseph Oham- 
berlain addressed an 
meeting of 4,000 persons at New- 
castle last night. it was his first 
public appearance since his recent 
illness. A novel feature was a bat- 
tery of telephone receivers connecting 
the speaker’s desk with the local 
newspaper of_ices. 

The former Colonial Secretary de- 
voted considerable attentlon to ridi- 
} culing Lord Rosebery, Sir Henry 
Campboll-Bannerman and Warl Spen- 
cer, He said that considering tho 
fact that he had been termed an elec- 
tloneering quack whoso arguments 
wero not worth answering, ho was 
surprised at the amount of popular 
interest and newspaper comment his 
proposals had elicited. Mr. Chamber- 
lain said he had not raised ao party, 
but rather a national question. He 
had not pretended that his system 
could be instituted without cogting 
anything at the start, but he did 
urge’ that taxation be transforred 
from points where it benefitted no- 
body to points where the Empire 
would profit. If the country had 
done well in tho past, {t was not be- 
cause of free trade. 

Replying to the charge that he had 
based his whole system on the boom 
yeor of 1872, Mr. Chamberlain § snid 
his opponents would find, if thoy 
took the five-year periods working 
back from 1875, that these would 
show better still for his side of tho 
case, and he went at length into 
statistics with tho view of proving 
this contention. We sald ho did not 
claim that the Empire would break 
up immediately if his system was not 
adopted, but there was already a 
certain tendency towards cleavage, 
and commercial preference was the 
only method of binding the colonies 
to the Mother Country. 

The colonies contained 11,000,000 
whites, who had offered to make sac- 
rifces, If necessary, in order to build 
up an Empire such as the world had 
not yet seen. Tho United Kingdom 
should not turn a deaf ear to such 
an offer and thereby lose a chance 


which, if now neglected, never would 
recur,

MR. SMITH’S MAJORITY 120. 


Elost Romarkable Change Was in the Soe 
Atself—Misonmpboll’s Majority of 100 
Ohanged to # Minority of 120—Mr. 
Moahoffy in Muskoka Ia178 Ahead 
—Nine Polls Yot to y Vrom 
—The Meturns as Received, 


Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., Oct. 28.— 
The byo-clection which took place 
here yesterday was one of tha hard- 
est political battles in the history of 
the Soo. Both parties worked their 
hardest, and at 3 p.m, very few yot- 
es remained on elthor side unpolled. 
‘The same interest ond hard work 
marked the contest throughout ad- 
Jacent townships, and os a result al- 
most the complete yote was polled 
on both sides. Lhe total so far re- 
celved gives Smith 660 and Mis- 
campboll 530, «a majority for tho 
Liberal of 120, with tho following 
polls to hear from: Michipicoten, 
Wawa, Holen Mine, Gravel ‘Beach, 
Batchawana, McSorley's Prince 
Township and the Base Line. These 
will undoubtedly increase Smith's 
majority. Returns from thes? will 
possibly bq in by to-night in full. 

Celebrating tho Victory. 

The town celebrated the Liberal 
victory last night, Tho Liberals ara 
ceJoicing as this is the first Liberal 
victory in the town since its incor- 
poration in 1887. Smith's olection 
is conceded, The most remarkable 
change is recorded in Sault Ste. 
Marie itself, where Miscampbell’s ma- 
jority of 196 had been turned into a 
minority of 116. This {s attributed 
| to many causes—the Government's 
wise policy in coming to the rellof 
of the unpaid employes of the Soo 
industries, and thus, Indirectly, to 
the, aid of the town and its citizens; 
the good work dono by the Liberal 
candidate in securing Government as- 
sistance; his growing popularity; the 
fact that the Opposition candidate 
has not been a rogular resident; gen- 
eral approval of tho Government's 
policy in this district and for new 
Ontarlo; and, too, to the fact that 
the Opposition have been unable to 
gain as at the general election, by the 
widespread corruption which the 
courts found to have been so exten- 
sive in che campaign of 1902. 

An indication of the exodus fol- 
lowing the embarrassment of the 
Clorguo inilustries is shown by the 
decrease in the total vote polled yes- 
terday in the town—936, against a 
total of 1,840 in May, 1902.

FELL FIFTY FEET. 


Three Men Killed at the Niagara Falls 
Power Works. 


Niagara Falls, Oct. 28.—One of 
the most serious accidents that have 
occurred on the power works since 
their commencement occurred yester- 
day morning. Three men are dead 
and three are injured. The dead aro 
George Hiller of this city, and two 
Hungarians. 

The scene of the accident was the 
wheel pit of the Canadian Niagara 
Power Company, which is being put 
down by Dawson & Riley of St. 
Catharines. At 7 o’clock the men 
were going down into the pit to work 
as usual. Five Hungarians and 
George Hiller got into the skip and 
were lowered by the steam crane. 
Hiller was a pumpman, and the skip 
was to let him off at the staging 
50 feet from the bottom of the pit. 
The skip was attached to the holst- 
ing rigging by a steel hook at the 
back and a chain in front. When. the 
skip rested on the platform the chain 
became unhooked. When the engine 
was started the back of the skip 
was pulled up and the men slid out 
and fell to the floor of the pit, 50 
feet below. One man clung to the 
rigging and was drawn up with a 
broken arm.

London Tragedy Heyeals Sad Condition of 
the Movement Fer Eighting the 
Wrongs of Victim’s Country. 


London, Oct. 28.—Sagatel Sagouni, 
President of the Armenian Revolu- 
tionary Society in London, was mum 
dered in the suburb of Nunhead Mon 
day night. 

‘The crime has created a sensation, 
as it has every appearance of being 
of a political character, and has 
been preceded by the assassinations 
of other officials of branches of tha 
same society on the continent. 

Sagouni, who only returned to Lop- 
don Monday, after settling up the 
affairs of an associate, in Switzer 
land, who was recently assassinated 
by stabbing, was entering his resi 
dence when a man rushed across the 
road and fired four shots at Sa- 
gouni in quick succession, the last 
bullet entering the region of the 
heart. 

‘The murderer, who appeared to be 
a foreigner, fled. The only clues to 
the man {n possession of tha autho 
ritles are a felt hat and a silver 
plated revolver, both made in New 
York, which he dropped in his filght. 

‘The murdered man, who was @ 
mining engineer, became wealthy t= 
the Caucasus and devoted his monsy, 
to the Armenian cause. His society 
was entirely passive and opposed te 
violence, and it is thought this at- 
titude inspired the advanced section 
of the Armenians with the desire for 
vengeance, the latter claiming thas 
Sagount’s soclety devoted funds te 
charity which would heve beep better 
applied to violent remedies for the 
Armenian grievances,

The mobilization has been a severe | 
strain on the resources of Dulgaria, 
but tho sacrifice has not been made 
in voin.

Who Pays the Surtax 7? 
The Hatailton Times’ imakes the jn- 
teresting editorial comment upon the 
facts brought out by the ‘Globe’ in 


connection with the incident of the 
German surtax, that ‘some folks ap- 
peur to be surprised that Canadians 
have to puy the surtax that we im- 
posed upon German goods imported. 
These people probably thought the 
German people, in the goodness of 
their hearts, would take on themscl- 
ves the extra burden. In practice 
we can exclude goods by a duty, but 
the conquence is that wwe give the 
makers of the substitutes goods 
a chunce to charge us more. But if 
we import the Germano goods nye pay 
tbe duties. The notion that one na- 
tion can tax another through its 
tariff on imports is a pleasing f{all- 
acy. That is what the Government 
intended, however, and jt nvas little. 
wonder that some simple people fol- 
lowed such a shining example. The 
importers, however, say that the 
surtax will nol even keep any propor- 
tion of the Gecman goods now being 
imported by the United States, ul 
though the United States tariff is 
from 60 to 65 percent against them 
compared with our 40 per cent, One 
of the largest firms of Canadian jm- 
porters states that the Germans have 
not reduced cheir price lists in eon- 
sequence of the imposition of the sur- 
tax; that these goods are simply ad- 
vanced in price by Canadian houses ; 
tbat there is no decrease in the con- 
sump!ton or demand, and that conse- 
quently the Canudian Consumer js 
paying the surtax. It reminds one of
